of  the  EBBW  VALE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1970.  It  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  area  of  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District  is  6,869  acres,  with  an  estimated 
population  26,360,  which  is  the  population  given  by  the  Registrar  General  for 
calculation  purposes.  The  census  taken  in  1961  showed  the  population  to  be 
28,627. 

The  number  of  births,  still-births,  and  deaths  assigned  to  this  area  are  those 
registered  during  the  year  1970  as  adjusted  for  inward  and  outward  transfers. 
The  returns,  as  submitted  by  the  Registrar  General,  will  be  used  for  calculation 
purposes,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  do  not  correspond  with  those 
compiled  locally.  This  is  particularly  so  with  regard  to  the  registration  of  births, 
as  records  of  inward  transfers  are  not  included  in  returns  made  by  the  Local 
Registrar.

BIRTHS 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  locally  during  1970  was  30  — 17  males 
and  13  females;  1 female  being  illegitimate.  The  reason  for  the  large  decrease 
compared  with  recent  years  is  the  closure  of  the  local  Maternity  Home.  All  local 
births  are  now,  therefore,  domiciliary. 

The  figures  returned  by  the  Registrar  General,  which  includes  all  inward 
transferable  births,  were  210  males  (7  illegitimate)  and  213  females  (12  illegiti- 
mate) a total  of  423. 

In  1970  the  general  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  16.05:  the 
male  rate  was  7.97  and  the  female  8.08  whilst  in  1969  those  rates  were  9.4  and 
8.2  respectively.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  expressed  as  a percentage  of  the  total 
live  births  was  4.49.  In  1969  this  figure  was  6.22%. 

The  number  of  still-births  was  10  and  the  still-birth  rate  per  1,000  total  (live 
and  still)  births  was  23.09.  In  1969  this  figure  was  23.06.

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DEATHS 


THE  return  of  deaths  received  from  the  local  Registrar  showed  the  number  of 
deaths  in  the  Ebbw  Vale  area  during  1970  to  be  186  but  of  this  number  25  were 
persons  normally  resident  elsewhere,  i.e.  outward  transfers.  The  number  of 
residents  who  died  within  the  area  was  therefore  161  — 91  males  and  70  females. 
The  inward  transferable  deaths  (persons  normally  resident  in  Ebbw  Vale  who 
died  outside  the  area)  totalled  152  — 88  males  and  64  females.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  from  all  causes  assigned  to  this  area  for  1970  are  313  — 179  males  and 
134  females. 

The  figures  shown  by  the  Registrar  General  are  318  — 184  males  and  134 
females.  These  figures  will  be  used  for  calculation  purposes. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  year  1970  was  12.06,  the 
male  rate  being  6.98  and  the  female  5.08.  For  1969  those  rates  were  7.6  and  5.3 
respectively. 

In  the  following  table  the  death  rates  per  thousand  of  the  population  for 
the  past  five  years  are  compared  with  those  for  the  County  of  Monmouth, 
England  and  Wales.  The  local  rates  have  been  adjusted  by  the  use  of  the 
comparability  factor  for  the  appropriate  year;  C.F.  Deaths  — 1.12.

NO  case  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  fever  was  notified  during  1970. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

DURING  the  year  one  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  notified  in  a male 
aged  72  years,  who  was  resident  in  the  South  Ward. 

The  case  was  immediately  admitted  to  the  South  Wales  Sanatorium, 
Talgarth. 

There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system. 

The  notified  case  was  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Health  Visitor.  A report  upon  environmental  condition  was  sent  to  the  Chest 
Physician  and  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  Chest  Clinic  appointments  were 
made  for  four  family  contacts.

LABORATORY  SERVICES 

THE  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Samples  including  milk,  water  and  ice-cream, 
and  faecal  specimens  are  sent  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examination 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Clytha  Square,  Newport.  The  chemical 
examination  of  water  and  the  estimation  of  atmospheric  pollution  from  the 
deposit  gauges  are  made  by  the  Public  Analyst  in  a private  capacity.

NO  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  s.47  of  the  above  Act,  which  provides

Equipment  in  use  was  four  rear 
loading  compression  vehicles,  one  dual  tip  vehicle,  one  mechanical  gully  cleanser, 
one  mechanical  suction  sweeper  and  a chaseside  Loader.

In  Ebbw  Vale,  however,  industrial  and  geo- 
graphical features  make  the  problem  vast.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


THE  water  supply  for  the  area  is  derived  from  two  reservoirs,  Upper  and  Lower 
Carno,  on  the  Llangynidr  Moors,  and  these  are  supplemented  by  two  electrical 
pumping  stations  on  the  Claisfer  Stream  in  an  adjoining  valley.  Both  reservoirs 
are  equipped  with  a set  of  roughing  filters  together  with  a number  of  open  filter 
beds.  After  passing  through  these  filters  the  water  is  chlorinated. 

The  water  is  conveyed  to  the  town  and  to  the  Blaina  Urban  District  by 
means  of  cast  iron  gravitated  mains.  The  supply  is,  on  the  whole,  adequate  and 
satisfactory  but  shortages  do  occur  during  periods  of  very  excessive  drought. 
Restrictions  on  supply  then  have  to  be  imposed. 

Routine  tests  of  the  water  are  carried  out  by  the  waterworks  personnel  and 
the  staff  of  the  Surveyor’s  Department.  These  include  daily  chlorine  tests  and 
monthly  pH  and  silica  tests.  Details  of  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
are  given  below.  The  results  are  found  to  be  very  satisfactory.  A total  of  47 
samples  were  submitted  by  this  Department  during  the  year.  In  addition  75 
samples  were  bacteriologically  examined  by  the  Gwent  Water  Board  and  all  were 
satisfactory.

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SWIMMING  BATHS 


THE  indoor  swimming  baths  continued  to  be  well  used  throughout  the  year  by 
the  general  public  and  Education  Authorities. 

The  bath  measures  1 10  feet  x 42  feet  with  a varying  depth  of  3 feet  to  12  feet 
6 inches.  There  are  47  changing  cubicles  for  men  and  25  for  women  with  a total 
capacity  of  800  baskets. 

The  bath  is  fitted  with  two  horizontal  high  pressure  filters  and  a chlorina- 
tion plant.  Space  and  water  heating  is  carried  out  by  oil  fired  boilers. 

During  the  year  15  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  pool  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

THE  properties  in  the  area  that  are  still  not  connected  to  the  sewer  system  are 
so  far  from  the  system  that  conversion  is  quite  impracticable. 

The  area  is  served  by  the  Western  Valley  trunk  sewer  draining  to  the  river 
Ebbw.  This  system  has  proved  satisfactory.
